MR. CREEVY’S ORDEAL. 


———- & ——. 
(By L. H. B.) 


L1 AD this not been Leap Year, we 
should have had a day and date 
anniversary of the Battle of Waterloo. 
That first and last of fields was fought 
on Sunday, the 18th June, 1815, and in 
the calendar for 1928 the monthly date 
is filled by a Monday, It is sufficiently 
close to warrant—not an account of an 
often described victory, but a brief 
glance at how things went in Brussels 
during the week's end, and on the evar.:- 
ful day itself. 

The retrospect’ is interestinc, if on!7 
for the contrast it provides between our 
era of amazing speed in everything ani 
a time when there was neither train nor 
motor car, when telegraphing, ordinary 
or wireless, was unknown, and when tlie 
horsebach courier was the connotation of 
iapic desnatch. Briefly, and, I ope, 
without losing the company of a reader, 
I shall recal] the events of the days im- 
mediately preceding the great battle. 

Napoleon left Paris on the 12th June 
to join the army on the Belgian frontier. 
On the 15th his troops engaged and beat 
the Prussians, capturing Charleroi. On 
the night of this same 15th June the 
Duke of Richmond gave the historic ‘ball 
at Brussels. There. were no stop-press. 
evening papers to tell of the’ days 
happenings, and so it was without any 
hint or suspicion. of the ominous be- 
ginning of the final struggle that fair 
women and brave men were proudly gay 
that night beneath the ballroom lamps of 
Belgium’s capital. This was Byron’s 
sound of revelry by night, and I hope I 
shall not lessen anvone’s interest in his 
poem by pointing out that it was not on 
the eve of Waterloo, but two whole days 
before it, that youth and’ pleasure met to 
chase the glowing hours with flying feet. 


TROOPS MOVING. 


There was in Brussels just then a Mr. 
Thomas Creevy, to whose penchant for 
writing letters and keeping journals we 
owe much curious information about 
people and things round about the end 
of the eighteenth and beginning of the 
nineteenth ‘century. This gentleman's 
children, or, to be exact, his step-children, 
were at the ball, and he and Mrs. Creevy 
were sitting up, in the way silly, old- 
fashioned parents used to do before young 
people became independent and able to 
take care of themselves. 

It has got to half-past eleven, and the 
quiet of the street is suddenly disturbed 
by great knocking at houses near by. 
Always curious and eager to know what 
is afoot, Mr. Creevy goes out. He finds 
the British troops moeving—movimg 
rapidly—all marching off the Place 
Royale and up the Rue Namur, the reason 
not yet apparent. He watches, he listens, 
he asks questions that remain wn- 
answered, and he fusses about full of un- 
satisfied curiosity. For a time the sound 
of the measured tramping of feet. holds 
his attention, and then, as it grows 
fainter and finally digs “away, “© varus} 
sense uf loneliness and menace seems 
abroad ‘as the night again grows silent. 

Mr. Creevy gets back to his lodging, 
and has to wait till 2.30 a.m. for the 
return of his children. From them he 
learns how tidings of the Prussian defeat 
came to the Duke of Wellington at the 
ball, and how by degrees the news spread 
about the room. The girls noted the com- 
posure of the Duke, noted also those part- 
ings which marked the break-up of the 
dance, and which, Byron tells us, press 
the life from out young hearts. 


THE DUKE’S ESCAPE. 


Friday, the 16th, saw two fierce battles 
fought. At Ligny the Prussians under 
Blucher were .again. beaten, this time 
badly. At Quatre Bras Wellington en- 
gaged Ney, and had the honours in n 
desperate tussle, Mr. Creevy had seen 
the Duke of Wellington pass out of the 
Namur. gate that morning at nine 
c’clock. Between four and five in the 
afternoon Mr. Creevy thought he heard 
tne sound of cannon, and, going to the 
ramparts, found ‘‘everybody listening to 
it.” It was intensely interesting—nay, 
exciting; but dinner must be eaten for 
all that, and he made for the house of 
Mr. Greathead, where he was te dine. 

At night Creevy’s son-in-law, Major 
Hamilton, rode into Brussels and brouch: 
news which, if it would not prevent sleep, 
might fairly trouble it wit uneasy 
dreams. The battle had raged from three 
to nine, and the British troops, without 
the protection of cavalry or artillery, had 
held their own. Hamilton had seen 
Brunswick’s fated chieftain fall at the 
head of his men, and brought the sad 
news of the death of two young officers, 
friends of the Creevys. Most startling of 
all was his account of the near capture 
of Wellington and his whole staff by 
French cavalry. The Duke, in his 
escape, came to a ditch lined by Gordon 
Highlanders, and, setting his horse to it, 
cleared fence, bayonets, and all. Hamil- 
ton returned to headquarters at midnight. 

Saturday, the 17th, found Mr. Creevy 
fairly well satisfied with what he thought 
was the situation. The steadiness of the 
British troops on the previous day, un- 
supported as they had been, seemed to 
justify the expectation that the French 
would mot venture to attack. No sounds 
of distant firing disturbed the city, and 
confidence grew as the day wore. It was 
about 4 p.m. that he encountered an 
“acquaintance. usually well informed,’’ 
and heard with dismay that, consequent 
en Blucher’s defeat, the British Army 
was falling back on Brussels—unpleasant 
but. convincing evidence of which was pre- 
sently afforded by the baggage train 
lumbering into the city. Hamilton, who 
arrived in the evening, said that a great 
battle was inevitable, and, having told 
his disturbing news, left at midnight. 


AN ANXIOUS DAY. 


Small wonder that Mr. Creevy’s first 
entry in his journal for Sunday, 18th, 
was:—‘' This is a most anxious day with 
us.” Shortly after noon he noticed that 
the baguage train was on the move, but 
in what direction? Everything depended 
on that. If towards Antwerp or Ostend, 
it meant retreat, and retreat meant any- 
thing. He watched with feverish in- 
terest. The baggave train moved up the 
Rue Namur. Mr. Creevy underlines the 
next words, “towards the army.”’

With the French prisoners in 
mind, and in his after-dinner content, 
Mr. Creevy felt that an exchange of 
felicitations would be neighbourly. If 
Mr. Creevy’s digestion suffered severe dis- 
turbance on that day, it can hardly be 
wondered at. The reciprocative § en- 
thusiasm that he looked for was not forth- 
coming, but, on the contrary, a very 
depressing pessimism about the whole 
situation. So badly did Mr. Legh think 
things were going—and he had seen the 
fighting—that he decided not to stable his 
horses, but to keep them at his door. 


LOOKING BLACK. 


It was hard to know what to believe. 
With his confidence badly shaken, off 
goes Mr. Creevy to question that ''well- 
informed acquaintance’’ at his house in 
the Park, and on his way bumps into 
one of the Life Guards, who had just 
come into the city. Here was one from 
the actual field, and Mr. Creevy, hoping 
against hope, puts his question. Looking 
round as if to make sure he was out of 
earshot, the soldier confided to his ques- 
tioner that he did not like the appearance 
of things at all. The French were 
getting on in such a manner that he did 
not see what was to stop them. Even 
worse was to follow. When Mr. Creevy 
reached the house of his acquaintance 
and was shown to the drawingroom, he 
found a wounded officer of the Foot 
Guards being attended to, and heard him 
telling his hostess that the French would 
be in that night. 

It was now getting towards late even- 
ing, and anxiety was deepening. Poor 
Creevy drifted out on to the drawingroom 
balcony, and, seeing General Barnes’s 
chaise-and-four dashing madly off towards 
the road that led to the battlefield, he 
hurried down and made for the General’s 
house, which was close by, to see whit 
he might pick up there. A foreign 
officer of the genera] staff had just 
arrived, and had despatched the chaise 
for his chief, who, he said, was very 
badly wounded, and he added the names 
of other casualties, among them Creevy’s 
son-in-law, Hamilton, who was slightly 
hurt. The staff officer thought that every- 
thing was going as badly as possible. 


GOOD TIDINGS. 


What a Budget of cheerful news Mr. 
Creevy took with him as he made home! 
To his credit, be it said, he kept it to 
himself. It was then getting near nine 
o'clock. Hamilton again—this time 
wounded, but only slightly; he blurts out 
that the battle is lost, and he counsels 
immediate flight. Here was a dilemma. 
Mrs. Creevy was almost an invalid (she 
died in 1818), and to hustle her off in 
such circumstances was pcssibly to kill 
her. It was decided to remain, and take 
whatever risks might attend the decision. 
Hamilton went away, wounded probably 
in” spirit as well as in body, and the 
ladies Jay down in their beds without un- 
dressing. Creevy, good, easy soul, slept 
soundly till four o'clock, The moment he 
awoke he made for the front windows, 
and, looking out, saw soldiers, baggage, 
etc., moving towards the battlefield. He 
thought it a good sign. He dressed and 
loitered about till near six o clock, when 
he went to the ‘ well-informed acquaint- 
ance.’’ It was the wife he met when he 
arrived, “walking about in déshabillé 
amidst a great bivouac of horses”; but 
her news was good enough to counter her 
untidy appearance. The French were de- 
feated and had fled in confusion. Creevy 
was incredulous, and, remembering con- 
trary accounts, felt he ought to ask for 
details. “Come to my husband,” said 
madam; and from him Creevy received 
confirmation that left no doubt. 


WHAT THE DUKE THOUCHT. 


The man who has startling tidings to 
tell] is interesting anywhere, and, when 
they are glad tidings, he is not only in- 
teresting, but welcome. Creevy, who 
wanted to be everywhere at once, thought 
first of badly-wounded General Barnes, 
and he took him the news he had just 
heard, and, as Hamilton was there, there 
was a double pleasure. Then his wi-e 
and daughters were eased of their fears, 
after which he was out and about. he.e 
and there, and up and down, till by good 
fortune he saw the Duke himself, who 
beckoned to him from an upper window. 
“Ad d nice thing, the nearest run 
you ever saw in your life,’’ the Duke 
told him; and went on, “ Blucher lost 
14,000 on Friday night, and got so 
damnably licked I could not find him on 
Saturday morning.” Then, according to 
Creevy, in a sort of soliloquy, the Duke 
added, ‘‘ By God. I don't think it would 
have been done if I had not been there.”’ 
Perhaps, not. 

It was Monday. and Waterloo was 
already history. Brussels, aware of the 
victory, was rejoicing. Europe would 
learn it by degrees, and would rejoice in 
time. There would be /fétes, fireworks 
and banquets, and speeches would be 
made in and out of Parliament. People 
in the streets would shake hands, and 
congratulations, conventional) and other- 
wise, would be exchanged. The nations 
would heave sighs of relief. and the world, 
for a while at all events, would forget to 
worry. But on this June morning. when 
we may suppose the sun wag shining 
serenely in the calm of a summer heaven. 
the dead were lving where thev fell on the 
field of Waterloo. Away, in homes up 
and down the waiting lands. there were 
those to whom rejoicing would presently 
seem a mockery, and who, with bent 
heads and troubled hearts, would have to 
face the weary round of life. wondering 
at the cruelty of war.

Who could keep quiet on such a day? 
Waterloo is about eleven miles frum 
Brussels, and about three o'clock Mr. 
Creevy walked two miles out of town in 
the direction of the army. He noted 
with surprise crowds of people making a 
sort of gala day of it, drinking beer at 
tables in the open air and smoking, as if 
a racing carnival were in progress.

I know quite a lot of people who, when 
selecting a number for a Derby sweep, 
habitually choose figures which, when 
added up, produce 13 as the total.

However 
this may be, it is interesting to notice 
that in the Calcutta sweep the number 
for the favourite, Fairway, and for the 
danger horse, Flamingo, both produce the 
total of 13. I hear of yet another 
curious happening in connection with this 
year’s Derby sweeps. At one of the lead- 
ing West End clubs two thousand tickets 
were issued. All the horses but one were 
drawn in the first thousand. The last 
thousand had to be content with one 
horse, and that waa Fairway. 


Al Strange Chorister. 


A common or garden red fox, capable 
of imitating musical -sounds over a range 
of two octaves, has been discovered by 
Professor Bastien Schmidt, of Leipzig. 
This strange chorister is stated to have 
taken considerable pains to reproduce 
properly the notes sung to it. 

Professor Schmidt, encouraged by his 
experiments with the fox, then tried his 
hand as a singing teacher on a badger, 
but without such satisfactory results. 
The anima] certainly showed extreme 
sensitiveness to any musical sounds, but 
it preferred to go as near as possible to 
smelling the notes rather than make an 
effort to copy them. After sniffing closely 
at the string of a guitar which had just 
been played upon it lost interest, but on 
being introduced to a phonograph it ex- 
amined it well, and then knocked out the 
sounding box and examined the 
mechanism in a very thorough manner.

The Farmers Lot. 


Irish Farming Risks. 


At the time when the advocates for 
and against a tariff on imported flour are 
holding forth in the Dail an experience 
that came under my attention last week 
in Queen’s County may be of some 
interest. A farmer in a tairly good way, 
who always grows a few acres of wheat 
for the use of his family; sowed 
as a rotation crop two acres this season in 
ground that has been at all times well 
manured. He paid £2 a barrel for the 
seed. Owing, however, to the unfavour- 
able season a good deal of the seed failed 
to germinate. Deciding to cut his losses, 
this man and his sons are at present 
engaged in ploughing the ground for beet, 
from which they hope to recoup them- 
se! ves. 

This incident gives one example of the 
risks that the tiller of the soi] has to take 
in a climate such as ours. It also goes to 
show that wheat can never be grown as 
extensively nor as profitably in Ireland 
as in countries that are more favourably 
situated by nature. When one hears loose 
talk about the laziness of the Irish farmer 
it is as well that the talkers should re 
member that he has really had a bad time 
in recent years, that he suffers great 
losses, and that he finds prices are g 
when he has smaij crops and little live 
stock to sell, but ridiculously low when 
his supplies are plentiful. 


Ar. W. J. Lawrence. 


Many old Dubliners and literary circles 
will learn with regret that Mr. W. J. 
Lawrence, whose new book, ‘‘In Shake- 
-speare’s Workshop,” appears this week, 
is shortly to leave w bé 
Ireland. Owing to ee 
his wife’s health, our 
Shakespearean 
scholar must seek a 
less severe climate, 
and the experiences 
of last winter have 
caused the change in 
his plans, which 
were to make his 
permanent home in} 
Dublin. For many 
years Mr. Lawrence, 
who is a native of hm HE Seu = 
Beliast, and, in spite Mr. W. J. Lawrence 
of his long residence 
in Dublin and abroad, has never lost his 
Northern blas, has devoted his life to re- 
search work and a deep study of the 
Elizabethan drama and stage, and has 
gained the distinction among scholars ol 
being one of the greatest European 
authorities in his subject. Yet, unlike 
many scholars, he has had the joy of 
receiving the appreciation of his compeers 
in his time. A few years ago Mr. Law- 
rence drifted to Oxford, where, for two 
years, he worked in the Bodlean Library, 
doing an amount of research, and meeting 
those seriously interestea in his work. It 
was from Oxford that he received the 
invitation to give a series of lectures in 
Harvard, and is is probably better’ known 
in the American universities than at home. 
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Literary Appreciaticn. 


It is not often that one finds such a 
delightful sense of literary appreciation 
for a service done, as has been the good 
fortune of our Irsh historian. Some 
years ago he did what he considered a 
slight literary service for another wryer, 
and, with the good naturé and simplicity 
of his character, forgot ail about it. The 
gentleman he served was, however, fully 
alive to the favour granted. He was Mr. 
Ernest Law, the Curator of Hampton 
Court Palace (who, by the way, 1s, 1 am 
sorry to say, seriously ill at the moment). 
Mr. Law, without the knowledge of Mr. 
Lawrence, made inquiries about the 
personality of his correspondent, and was 
so interested in him that, he talked to his 
important literary circle of friends, who 
decided that something should be done for 
the Irish scholar, and one morning Mr. 
Lawrence found his name in the Civil 
Pension List for his services to literature. 

Mr. Lawrence is not a university man, 
and the fact that he has been invited to 
English and American universities to give 
important lectures is unique. When 
invited to Harvard, he wrote to the 
University, declining, as he feared they 
were under a misapprehension as to his 
university status, In mtreducing him to 
the American University, a distinguished 
professor described him as “a private 
scholar,” adding: “ Something which, I 
regret to say, we have not got in tnis 
country.” Mr. Lawrence’s book is being 
published by Basil Blackwood, of Oxford, 
and the Houghton Miffen Co. of Boston. 


Scotland's Air Bid. 


The Scottish Aerial Taxis Company is 
steadily going ahead with its enterprise, 
which envisages carrying passengers and 
mails from Scotland to Íreland in under 
two hours at £8 a trip for passengers 
there and back. I understand that the 
Air Ministry is disposed. to be helpful, 
though the only subsidy available will be 
for carrying mails for the P.O. This has 
been promised once the service gets going 
efficiently. 

Owing to lack of adequate accommoda- 
tion at Inchinnan, originally selected as 
the terminal aerodrome, it is likely that 
Dumfries will be chosen. The Air 
Ministry’s experts are about to exami"e 
the Jatter locality, with a view to this 
proposal, and the 8.A.T.C. is so conii- 
dent of approval that it 1s now engaged 
on equipping its aeroplanes. The first 
of these will probably be ‘our-seaters 
What the Scottish promoters would like, 
however, is a working agreement with 
Imperial Airways, and a share in the 
latter’s subsidy.

THE EXECUTION OF 
DR. DODD. 
a——é————

6 HEY will never hang me'” One of 
the greatest religious hypocrites 
in the world said this; but it did not 
prevent him from being hanged a hun- 
dred and fiity-one years ago. On June 
27th, 1777, Dr. Dodd paid the penalty for 
his ill deeds. He was an astonishing 
man—a Pecksniff of Pecksniffs. He 
Johnson (as did another 
villain, George Psalmanazar). | 
Dr. Dodd occupies an especial place im 
the calendar. He was not quite fifty when 
Jack Ketch put the rope round his neck ; 
yet he was born to brilliance—the son ol 
a Lincolnshire vicar, a young man, who, 
after entering Cambridge, emerged as 
fifteenth in the Mathematical Tripos. 


THE BEGINNING. 


When young William Dodd had pub 
lished some facetious poems, we next see 
him making his way to London, where he 
would try to get on as an author. But he 
must be a gay lad about town. 5o it was 
that, about this time of the year, he came 
to meet and marry Mary Perkins, being 
then at the age of twenty-six. Her 
father was a verger of Durham, and our 
young friend appears to have captivated 
the lady, whose reputation has been de- 
scribed as doubtful. 

There is no mistaking the fact that 
Dodd was a crafty man. ogee We house 
in Wardour street, Soho, he published an 
elegy on the death ol Frederick, Prince 
of Wales. and wrote a comedy. This was 
not a bad beginning for his downward 
path. | 
When I say that he wrote a comedy, it 
does not mean that the comedy was pro- 
duced. Indeed, his friends persuaded 
Mr. Dodd to return certain money 
received from a theatrical manager, and 
to resume a clerical career. He was 
ordained deacon, and became curate of 
West Ham. 


« PULAR PREACHER, 


This extraordinary person seems from 
this point to have thriven on religion 
and the writing of obscene novels. Dodd 
became a popular preacher, ana his 
sermons on behalf of charities were the 
best of their kind and won for him con- 
siderable fame. Upon the opening of 
Magdalen House, he preach the in- 
augural sermon. He acted as chaplain, 
and, after ‘five years’ successful bam- 
boozling of the public, a salary of £100 
was voted to him. 

The new charity became popular. All 
the great ones of the land came to hear 
the wonderful Dr. Dodd preach—princes, 
dukes, earls, painters, poets, politicians 
and ladies of every rank. Even Horace 
Walpole was moved by this cunming 
rascal. 


LOST SHEEP. 


Dodd preached to his flock so eloquently 
and touchingly that the lost sheep wept 
(according to Horace Walpole). Lady 
Hertford followed their example, and 
Dodd wrote a poem on the Countess’s 
fears. We learn that he wrote a number 
of edifying books, and became the chief 
writer or editor of the Christian 
Magazine. 

Just fourteen years 
hanged, the Rev. William Dodd was 
appointed chaplain to the King. His next 
feat was to publish a commentary on the 
Bible from manuscripts attributed to 
Locke. 

Then he made a great step forward to 
that inevitable rope which was yoing to 
hang him. He obtained the post of tutor 
to Philip Stanhope, nephew to Lord 
Chesterfield, and a few years later to took 
the degree of LL.D. Dodd's star was now 
in the ascendant. He was so wealthy as 
to be able to throw up his lectureships, to 
receive pupils of good families, and to 
exchange his chariot for a coach.

STROKE OF LUCK. 
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Mearried out on June 27th, one hundred and 
fifty years ago.

His next stroke of luck was when Lis 
wile received a legacy of £1,500, and won 
a lottery ticket of £1,000. The reverend 
gentleman invested these sums im a 
chapel in Pimlico, called Charlotte 
Chapel, after the Queen. Here he 
attracted a fashionable congregation. 

Now begins the downfall of Dedd. He 
wrote dainty verses to ladies, attended 
city feasts, and incurred debts. Scandal 
next hung its cloud over him, and then 
Mrs. Dodd wrote a letter to Lady Apsley, 
wife of the Lord Chancellor. This letter 
was anonymous, but it did its fell work. 
It offered £3,000 and an annuity of £500 
for the promise of a living of St. George's, 
Hanover square—said to be worth £1,500 
a year. The letter was traced to the 
writer, and Dodd was struck off the list 
of chaplains. 

Yet he was not finished with. He went 
abroad for a time, and there managed to 
ingratiate himself with his former pupil, 
Stanhope, now Lord Chesterfield, who was 
his patron. People in London thought a 
lot of William Dodd, LL.D., and his 
portrait was presented to Magdalen House 
and placed in the board room. 
months later he ceased to be chaplain. 

Nemesis was gradually descending upon 
him. He was deep in debt, and, in order 
to “raise the wind,’’ he disposed of Char- 
lotte Chapel, retaining.an. interest. in “the 
concern. 


[It was when he offered a bond for

PROTEST IN CONVOCATION AT 
OXFORD. 


For the first time in living memory, a pro- 
test against the conferment of honorary de- 
grees was made at a meeting of the Convo- 
cation of Oxford University, held in the 
Sheldonian Theatre yesterday. 

The protest was made by the Rector of 
Exeter College, Doctor L. R. Farrell, who 
opposed the conferring of the degree of D.Litt. 
assistant editor of the New Englist: 
Dictionary, Mr. Charles Onions, Fellow of the 
Magdalen College; the publisher to the Uni- 
versity, Mr. Humphrey Milford, New (Col. 
lege; the secretary to the delegates of the 
University Press, Mr. Robert William Chap- 
man, Oriel College; and the printer to the 
University, Mr. John Johnson, Exeter 
College. 

There was no protest against the confer- 
ment of the degree on the editor of the New 
English Dictionary; Dr. William Alexander 
Craigie, whose name appeared in the list of 
new Knights created on the occasion of the 
King’s burthday. 

Dr. Farrell said that it was a health: 
tradition in Oxford that the University did 
not conier degrees upon resident members 
when they could take the degrees in the nor- 
mal way. Twelve members of the Univer- 
sity had, therefore, ventured to indite a 
letter to the Council setting out their reasons 
lor protesting agaiust the conferment of 
honorary degrees in these instances. These 
gentlemen were most valued officers. most 
devoted workers for the cause of the Press. 
men of high culture and talent, who, if the: 
had leisure, should produce work that would 
win this distinction in the statutable way. 

No division was taken, atid the Vice-Chan 
cellor, Doctor F. W. Pember, Warden of Ai! 
Souls, conferred the degree on all five.

Reiigious educati 
Is simply the urch’s effort to nn 
balanced education. None but a materialist 


could contemplate education as confined to 
the Mais of subjects which will gualify a 
child earn his living or will sharpen his 
wits for the sake of intellectual culture. 
The notion that secular education can be car- 
on without religious education is a 
modern monstrosity. Education, properly 
concerned, is as broad as the nature of man 
and man’s nature is fundamentally spiritual. 
We owe it, alas! to our ppy religious 
divisions that religion is not part of the 
normal curriculum of our schools. 
ause of these divisions, religion, 
which is the formative element in human 
life, is never mentioned in our schools, except 
aH Ma periods, pve B soypon of one reli-

And thus the idea gained currency that 
religion is one unrelated subject among many, 
and optional at that, instead of being the 
dominaat influence pervading and directing 
all subjects. It is against this vicious notion 
that the Church arrays herself in her cam- 
paign on behalf of religious education. I 
use the phrase, ‘ arrays herself,’ but I fear it 
is a flattering one. 

HUMAN QUESTION. 

“I see Brí lee Í little to suggest that 
the members of the Church are impelled by 
very strong convictions on the subject. Educa- 
tion is almost the Cinderella of our diocesan 
interests. Very few of us seem to recognise 
that the future of the Church and of the 
nation depends on the education we give 
to-day. It is not a material question; it is a 
human question. 

“ What kind of a manhood and woman- 
hood are we shaping out of the boys and 
girls in our schools? There is no sustenta- 
tion question comparable to that. It would 
hardly be too much to say that the teaching 
given in our pulpits counts for less, by way 
of good ov harm, than the teaching given to 
our children in the schools; for the child is 
infinitely more impressionable than is the 
adult. And when I s of the school, let not 
the homes be forgotten. There is the place of 
education, whether for good or evil—yes, for 
there we have, as perhaps nowhere else, the 
personal touch between elders in authorit 
and youth. And through this persona! touc 
there passes inevitably to youth something, 
whatever it be—something intentional or un- 
intentional—the influence for good or evil of 
the elders. 

THE NEW GENERATION. 

“1 want to wake you to our responsibility 
for the new generation. We often think that 
the Church is the company of the grown up; 
that it exists for the grown-up. But 
would reply that were it not for youth it 
would not exist at all. The Church is re- 
cruited out of youth, perhaps to the extent of 
one-seventieth part every year, and I should 


be inclined to say that the grown-up part of 
the Church owes to youth a great deal more 
| than youth owes to the grown-up part of the 


Church. In this way the Church has not 
organised itself to receive and welcome youth. 
The Church has not felt t one of its 
prim objects of existence was the fitting of 
youth for life. Youth hardly enjoys the 
status of sonship in a father’s house; it is 
there rather on sufferance—a kind of stepson. 
Its rights are admitted but grudgingly. One 
exception I will make to this statement, and 
that is the splendid voluntary service done, 
on the one hand, by those who teach in our 
Sunday schools, and, on the other hand, by 
those who staff our brigade and guide and 
scout systems. (Applause.) . i

WHAT WE OWE TO YOUTH. 

‘ We talk about making the world safe for 
democracy, but how far have we tried to 
make the world, or the Church, or 
our homes safe for youth? Consider 
the imperfect, and more than imperfect— 
the morally bad influences that too oftra 
surround children, and ask ourselves if tas 
soung owe as much to us as we to the 
young? For what do we owe . youth 
y hy this: that year after year there comos 
into our decrepit society an inrush of young 
life, fresh from the hand of God—new, un- 
sLoilL material given to us for the reco:- 
stituting of society. And this constant in. 
fivx of youth is the explanation why society 
does not die of moral debility. iety 2 
the home of old prescription; youth provides 
it with a perpetual protest against tradition 
By means of youth society is always bo. 
ginning again, and is recalled from the 
tyranny of the status quo; and thus I feel 
justified in saying that, whatever might be 
the case, if society were more ideal than !: 
is—as things are—it owes more to youth 
than youth owes to it. And this is cxacuy 
what ought not to be. 

A CLEAR-CUT DISTINCTION. 

“ Youth is entrusted to us. God commits 
youth to the chivalry of the older genera- 
tio, that in its company the innocence of 
youth may be transformed into the posi‘ive 
qualities of goodness. But only too often 
vouth deteriorates, instead of ameliorates, as 
it mingles with its elders. I am remind sd 
of a sight which is probably familiar to 
meny of you. Just below the town of 
Geneva the River Rhone unites with the 
iver Arve. From the lake of Geneva flows 
the Rhone, bright almost to blueness, and it 
meets the Arve, a mountain stream, carrying 
suspended in its waters chalk and mud.

AN OPTIMISTIC NOTE. 
THE ARCHDEACON OF 
GLENDALOUGH. 


The Archdeacoh of Glendalough, proposing 
that the re of the Diocesan Councils be 
received and adopted, said that it was pleas. 
ing to note that year after year there was an 
increase in the contributions of the people 
to their Church. He thought that nothing 
was more remarkable than the amount spent 
year after year in the improvement of 
churches and parochial halls. He thought 
that it showed the extraordinary interest 
which their lay people took in their Church. 
Any synodsman reading through the report 
with care must be encouraged and filled with 
hope. He knew that spiritual results could 
not be measured by cash payments—and it 
was spiritual results that they were out for— 
but if people paid voluntarily to any se 
it was certain that they valued it and liked 
it. “The population had gone down slightly 
during the past year, but though Protestant- 
ism was diminishing in particular Eas it 
was not diminishing as a whole. When they 
took into account how promptly sustentation 
had been paid he thought that they might 
take courage aá regards the future. ; 

Mr. J. A. Maconchy seconded the motion. 

A discussion then took place on the report. 

On the motion of the Archdeacon of Glen- 
dalough, seconded by Judge Moore, it was 
resolved that the question of filling the 
vacancy in the parish of Rathdrum, having 
regard to the provisions of the Minimum 
Stipend Act, be referred back to the Diocesan 
Council of Glendalough and Kildare for con- 
sideration. “3 

A resolution was passed authorisin the 
extension of the loan from the Church Ex- 
tension Fund to the Trustees of the Baggot- 
rath Hall for a further period of twelve 
months from June, 1928, free of interest. 

The report was adopted. 

The members of the Diocesan Councils of 
Dublin and Glendalough and Kildare, clerical 
and lay, were re-elected. 

THE TEMPERANCE SOCIETY. 

When the eport of the Church of Ireland 
Temperance Society was reached, 

Canon Kitching raised the question of the 
constitution of the Committee. The Com- 
mittee, he said, appeared to be composed of 
persons who were not members of that House 
and were incapable of being members of that 
House, and he asked the President s gor IR 
whether the Committee had power to lay that 
report before the House. ; 

The President said that he found it very 
hard to give a ruling when there was no 
constitution governing the matter, and he 
thought that the question raised was one to 
which the House must give its attention. 

Canon Graham proposed that the report of 
the Temperance Committee be adopted. He 
noticed from the report that now ever 
diocese was to be self-governing.

e thought, were never printed, and he 
thought it would be a simple thing to con- 
tinue the usual practice of printing the 
names of the committee. 

He could not agree that temperance work 
had ceased to be a spiritual and moral ques- 
tion. He thought that it was a great 
spiritual and moral guestion, which had at 
last received the full sanction of the best, 
social reíormers in the country, and they had 
in the Free State living examples of what 
could be done when there was a legislature 
of their own to deal with the guestion. They 
had had very important legislation passed 
in the Free State within the last few years, 
and even more stronger in Northern Ireland. 
The movement had taken a larger place in the 
national life than hitherto, and it was now 
for them to press forward and see that this 
legislation should be put into operation with 
the thoroughness that was intended by that 
very fine patriot, Mr. Kevin O'Higgins, and 
the native legislature that passed it in face 
of great opposition. It would be a sorry 
day for the Church of Ireland if it were said 
that its work in that matter were done. 

CO-OPERATION OF WOMEN, 

Lord Glenavy hoped that the amendment 
would be rejected. The Diocesan Synod was, 
he said, quite entitled to elect male or female 
members of the Church of Ireland on the 
committees. He saw no branch of the Church 
of Ireland work in which women could co- 
operate with more advantage than in this 
work of temperance. 

Canon Kitching withdrew his amendment. 

The Rev. Walter C. Simpson said that he 
had information from the Chiet Commissioner 
of the Civic Guard that since 1912 in the 
Metropolitan area there had been a decrease 
in drunkenness of 67 per cent. If there was 
a spirit of co-operation between terhperance 
societies and those responsible for the trade 
they would begin w snake some headway.

The Rev. Canon Baillie, moving the adop- 
tion of the report of the Diocesan Board of 
Missions, referred to the “ World Call to 
the Church ” and to the tremendous urgency 
of putting the weight of the Church into 
the work of missions.

CHURCH MUSIC COMMITTEE. 

Un the motion of Canon Drury, seconded 
by the Rev. J. C. Tyndall, a resolution 
was adopted apres a Church Music Com- 
mittee, with the object of improving con- 
gregational singing and church music 
generally. Five names were proposed for the 
committee, with liberty to co-opt further 
members up to the number of seven. 

Mr. Tyndall, speaking to the resolution, 
said that the hymn was one of the greatest 
means of promoting spiritual earnestness. It 
had a wonderful power of creating a thing 
that they needed in their Church to-day— 
that was, fellowship. Nothing seemed to 
break down social barriers in a congregation 
more than a heartily well-sung hymn. Any 
effort to promote congregational] singing 
should meet with hearty support. 


YOUTH AND THE CHURCH. 


PROPOSED CONFERENCE. 
Mr. J. A. Maconchy moved that, in view 
of statements recently made regarding the 
advanced age of Synodsmen, this Synod 
approved the holding of a conference to. 
discuss the subject of ‘Youth and the 
Church,” and authorised the Honorary Secre- 
taries forthwith to arrange such a conference, 
and to invite thereto not less than three 
delegates from every parish in the Dioceses 
of Dublin and Glendalough and Kildare and 
Meath, of whom not less than one half 
should be definite representatives of youth. 
The idea of getting young men interested 
in the Church on a Ba scale never occurred 
to him, he said, until he saw a leading article 
in the Jrish Times, which exactly expressed 
what he wanted to get at.

negligible. Yesterday, 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, 
the Reverend Dr. Lowe made a spirited 
protest against the Northern Government's 
refusal to give a grant to the McCrea- 
Magee. College, where many of that 
Church’s young ministers are educated. 
The grant was refused on the ground that 
this College has an association with 
Dublin University—an association which 
benefits the whole Church and is a sur- 
viving link between the two Irish States. 
We cannot suppose that young Ulster has 
the slightest sympathy with its Govern- 
ment’s petty and purblind view. Such an 
incident would have been impossible if, 
before now, the Churches, reinforced by 
youth’s vigour and charity, had assertea 
their rightful influence on standards ol 
thought and action. We rejoice that at 
last the Church of Ireland is calling youth 
to her banner. 


China's New Masters. 


A new and, perhaps, sinister develop- 
ment has added a fresh complication to 
the already baffling condition of affairs 
in China. On Sunday evening Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin left Peking, according to 
plan, intending to return in peace to his 
native Manchuria, Just before the train 
entered Mukden, however, bombs were 
dropped on it from a bridge. Wu Chun- 
sheng, Tuchun of Heilung-kang, who was 
accompanying Marshal Chang, was killed 
immediately, and the Marsha] himself 
was wounded. As soon as the bombs 
were thrown the armed escort in 
Marshal Chang’s train opened fire indis- 
criminately, killing and wounding a 
number of people. When the news 
reached Mukden there was an instant 
outcry against Japan, with the result 
that the Japanese population promptly 
‘took refuge in the walled city where 
they are being guarded by their own 
soldiers. Until last week, it seems, the 
bridge from which the bombs were thrown 
at Marsha] Chang’s train was guarded by 
Japanese troops ; but some days ago, at the 
request of the Chinese authorities, these 
troops were replaced by Manchurian levies. 
Now the people of Mukden declare that 
the Japanese withdrew because they had 
arranged for the attack on the Marshal’s 
train, the fact that the 
bombs have been proved to be of Russian 
origin, feeling against Japan is running 
very high throughout Manchuria. The 
Japanese War Office states officially that 
the authors of the outrage were Chinese 


and, despite

fact that the Japanese have been support- 
ing Marshal Chang’s cause, this explana- 
tion of the affair seems to be far more 
plausible than the theory that the bombs 
were thrown by Japanese agents. 

In the meanwhile, the advance guard 
of the Shansi army has entered Pcking, 
and the ‘‘ model Tuchun’’ himself is 
expected to arrive within the next forty- 
eight hours. <A representative of General 
Chiang Kai-shek also has appeared in the 
His first care was to call on the 
foreign Ministers and to assure them 
that no harm would come to foreigners 
under the rule of the Nationalists.

Hungry Tourists. 


The tourist season made an unfortunate 
heginning in Kingstown. A large excur- 
sion was organised in Staffordshire for 
Whit Monday, and 1,200 people landed at 
Kingstown at an ear'y hour on that 
morning. No accommodation could be 
obtained. After their long journey, these 
travellers found ‘no hotel, no restaurant, 
open and awaiting them, wherein to 
obtain refreshment. They were carried on 
to Dublin, where they were received at 
an hotel. The incident was discussed at 
yesterday’s meeting of the Kingstown 
Urban Council. Several members laid 
stress on the injury to the prospects 
of the tourist traffic that would be 
wrought wherever these travellers should 
carry the story of their inhospitable recep- 
tion. One member of the Council pointed 
out that the matter was the more disquiet- 
ing in that the organiser of the expedition 
had been in communication with the 
Publicity Committee, which had sent him 
data concerning the attractions of Kings- 
town. It is difficult to apportion blame. 
To censure the catering trade, perhaps, 
Is to ignore difficulties that are multiplied 
by the present day unwillingness of trade 
union workers to be at their posts at 
unaccustomed hours. Nevertheless, an 
incident of this sort never would occur in 
resorts oversea of equal importance with 
Kingstown, and a remedy ought to be 
found for present insufficiency of service. 
It would be well if. Kingstown possessed 
an entertainments committee which woula 
make it a business to organise the town’s 
accommodation to the best advantage. We 
shall not suggest that such a committee 
should appoint a Public (freeter, in the 
American fashion, to boar’ the approach- 
ing mail-boat and do the honours to distin- 
guished visitors; but it could do much to 
improve Kingstown as a pleasure resort 
by arranging that a band performed 
more than once a week, and that a supply

The Highlander’s Home. 


The Committee on Land Settlement in 
Scotland has issued an interesting report. 
Between 1912 and 1927 a sum of nearly 
two million pounds was spent on schemes 
promoted by the Scottish Agricultural 
Board, and it is found that a continuance 
of land settlement on the present lines 
will cost the State about £285 per holder 
settled during the next few years in the 
crofting counties, £596 per holder settled 
in other parts of the country, or an 
average of £360 per holder for the whole 
of Scotland. The Committee states that 
the problem of settlement in the High- 
lands presents wholly peculiar difficulties, 
owing to the fact that the community 
there never has been industrialised, “and 
resists any attempt at industrialisation.” 
Land “determines the form of its social 
life,” and “the Legislature has been com- 
pelled to meet the claims it has made to 
be allowed to live its life in its own way. ' 
The Highlander not only insists on living 
in the Highlands, but insists on being 
given land, even where land for economic 
holdings is insufficient, in his own strath 
or on his own island. 
have a hopeless patch of his own native 
heath than a fair holding in a strange 
glen.” Accordingly there are congested 
communities on the fringes of the spacious 
sheep farms, refusing to change the condi- 
tions of their life. The men may go away 
as seamen sailing from the great ports or 
as seasonal workers in different occupa- 
tions, returning at intervals to their 
homes. The young people may go out 
into the world ; but, as a rule, they send 
home money to keep the family homestead 
in being, and many of them live in hope 
of returning. All of them maintain the 
demand that the land shall be opened up 
to them, so that they may build a home, 
keep a cow and a few sheep, and grow the 
food that they require.

SIR CHARLES PHILIPPS, BART. 
Sir Charles Philipps, DBart., of Picton 
Castle, Haverfordwest, died yesterday, aged 
88 years.

ECONOMIC CONDITIONS. 
NEED OF STUDYING SITUA- 
TION ABROAD. 


That anyone who wished fully to under- 
stand economic conditions at home must 
study conditions abroad, was the statement 
made by Mr. J. Milne Barbour, the Northern 
Ireland Minister of Commerce, speaking at 
the Summer School of the Uister Unionist 
Council at Bangor yesterday. No adequate 
conception of the real state of affairs could 
be obtained, he said, if one’s attention -vere 
concentrated on the condition of affairs 
locally. It was, therefore, of great advantage 
to have summer schools, such as the present 
one, organised for the benefit of members 
of their association, so that for a time their 
thoughts might be directed towards the con- 
sideration of those wider problems which 
might have a very direct bearing on the 
lives of them all. 

Under their free trade régime foreign 
manufacturers could send to this country un- 
limited quantities of their products. Accord- 
ingly, the prices which the Ulster manufac 
turer could obtain for his goods were regu- 
lated to a large extent by the prices of 
these foreign imports. The conditions under 
which those foreign goods were manufac- 
tured were, therefore, of great importance to 
the workers of this country ; for it was 
evident that the foreign manufacturer, who 
paid lower wages or persuaded his workers 
to work longer hours than prevail in this 
country, was at a distinct advantage. On 
the other hand, Ulster manufacturers were 
not allowed to send their products into the 
foreign markets without payment of Customs 
duty, and when it was a question of shipping 
goods to a market where there were no 
native products of the kind in question, the 
Ulster manufacturer had to pay the same 
import duty as his Continental rivals, but 
had the advantage of a guaranteed home 
market at his back. In Ulster thev had to 
rely on export trade for the disposal of a 
large proportion of their products. 


A 5,000-YEAR-OLD TEMPLE, 
THE REV, J. POLITEYAN’S 
LECTURE,

Only last week 15,000,000 dollars were 
shipped from America on beard the 
Aquitania, and the total value of gold that 
has left the United States since the move- 
ment began last September now amounts 
to 535.000.000 dollars (£107,000,000). 

This amount is in excess of the total 
exports for the five years 1923-7. During 
the past six years, however, the United 
States has imported gold to the value of 
1,770,000,000 dollars (about £350,000,000).

: 'BUSES, 


20 MILES AN HOUR. 


NEW ORDER IN THE 
' FREE STATE, 


-“ 


The speed limits for motor "buses have 
been revised in the Free State. 

The Free State Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, by an 
Order dated 25th May, 1928, has modified 
the provision in the Heavy Motor Car 
(Ireland) Order, 1905, by which motor 
omnibuses were restricted to a speed of 12 
miles per hour. The new Order permits a 
motor omnibus which is not a double-deck 
vehicle, and which has all its wheels fitted 
with pneumatic tyres, to travel at 20 miles 
per hour, the present legal limit for light 
motor cars 

In the case of a double-deck omnibus 
fitted with pneumatic tyres the speed limit 
has been raised from 12 to 15 miles per 
hour. ; 

A further concession has also been made 
by the same Order, which limits the fitting 
of the anti-mud splashing device to "buses 
and lorries not having all their wheels 
fitted with pneumatic tyres. Pneumatic- 
tyred vehicles need, therefore, no longer 
carry the familiar brush device. 

Copies of the Order are at present being 
printed.

“During a short period of bad weather 
last night it was thought that we might 
never get through, but it was fine to think 
that these fellows there behind me were 
doing their bit in finding the way and 
everything expected of them.” 

Lieutenant Lyons said: “We 
never have done it had not it 
Smithy.’ 

It now appears that the Southern Cross 
had a terrible night. 

‘We never want to go through another 
such night” Captain Kingsford-Smith 
said. ‘ After midnight we could not get 
any signals, and we ran into a storm. 
We dropped down to near the sea, but 
we could not rise again, and flew very 
close to the sea for some time. We all

felt very anxious. The engines were our 
last worry. They finished in perfect 
order and ran without a hitch, except 


that the starboard engine fluttered once 
or twice. 


THE NEXT STAGE. 

“T cannot say when we shall leave on 
the last hop. We shall leave as soon as 
we can find a suitable runway. We must 
take 950 gallons of petrol for the hop to 
Australia. We shall require 2,000 feet 
for the take-off, and we could not take off 
from Albert Park.” 

Apparently he has made up his mind 
that he cannot do it, as he had not a 
loot to spare when he landed to-day. 
Several runways have been suggested, 
and, early to-morrow morning, Captain 
Kingsford Smith, Mr. Ulm, Major Juske, 
and Captain Ellis will inspect the pro- 
posed runways.

Lieutenant Lyons had difficulty in 
keeping his course owing to the very 
bumpy air experienced all night.

Messages were sent regularly from Suva, 
but they scarcely picked up another all 
the way over, as they were compelled to 
reserve their battery for sending.

A TRYING NIGHT,

POSITION IN THE CAPITAL, 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
PEKING, Tuesday, 8 p.m. 

Peking is experiencing a nervous night. 
The city is extremely doubtful concerning 
the prospect of change of control. The 
‘Christian ” General, Feng Yu-hsiang 
and General Yen Hsi-shan are waiting to 
occupy the city. The latter’s Shansi 
troops are marching via Kalgan, and are 
camped to-night in the summer palace, 


eight miles north of the city walls. All 
the gates were closed an hour before 
sunset. 


The remainder of the Shansi troops are 
reported to be twelve miles south-west of 
Peking, having been delayed by the 
destruction of a bridge by the retreating 
Manchurian armies. Coming overland 
between the railways are the troops of the 
“ Christian ” General, Feng Yu-hsiang, 
but their exact position to-night is not 
available. 


MANCHURIAN BRIGADE. 

The incoming Nationalists are demand- 
ing the immediate withdrawal of the 
Manchurian brigade, which has been re- 
tained in Peking to act as police, but the 
Welfare Committee is insisting that their 
presence is absolutely necessary in order 
to restrain excesses. The committee has 
given pledges that the brigade will be 
withdrawn through the south gates when 
the victorious columns enter the city 
through the north gates, thus evincing a 
desire for averting a conflict within the 
capital. 
Numerous councils are being held to- 
night in the hope of reaching an agree- 
ment, but the difficulty is increasing owing 
to the fact that the retreating Manchurians 
have destroyed the bridce between Peking 
and Tientsin, and have also failed to leave 


any equipment for the Manchurian 
brigade left to act as police. There is, 
therefore, extreme anxiety in: both the 


foreign and Chinese quarters. 


DIPLOMATIC BODY’S ACTION. 

The diplomatic body has addressed the 
three Nationalist factions a communica- 
tion saying there is no 4lesire to interfere 
in the situation, but expressing the hope 
that the Manchurian Brigade will remain 
in the capital until the cther armies are 
prepared to enter calmly. Owing to the 
wholesale withdrawal of equipment all the 
Chihli and Shantung armies have been 
left stranded. 

About twenty thousand are under a 
day's march from Tientsin, upon which 
they are marching. This has necessitated 
the foreign garrisons taking up stations 
and also placing guards on the water- 
works and other public utilities. Foreign 
acrial observation reports that these 
columns are disordered, with a prospect 
that many may = surrender to the 
Nationalists. : 

MUKDEN OUTRAGE. : 

Additional details received here of the 
Mukden bombing outrage yesterday show 
that the railway tracks had been mined 
at the crossing of the South Manchurian 
Railway. Some of these mines exploded 
under the dining car of Marshal Chang 
Tso-lin’s train, the Marshal’s own car 
being next to it. . 

Marshal Chang Tso-lin’s car.was com- 
pletely destroyed by fire, and four 
unidentified corpses were later discovered. 
The Dictator’s conditon is reported to be 
extremely grave. 


Before the departure of the Mane. 
hurians they dynamited the railway 
shops at Changsintien, after removing

REPORT OF CHANG TSO- 
LIN’S DEATH, 


TOKIO, Tuesday. 

A report has been received by the news- 
paper, Jijt Shimpo, from Mukden that 
Marshal Tso Lin has died from his injuries, 
and that his death has been kept secret. The 
Japanese War Office, however, has been 
unable to confirm this report. 

One of the most sála órhá and significant 
features in connection with the outrage which 
it is reported may have cost the life of 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin is the outburst of anti- 
Japanese sentiments that immediately ensued. 

It all goes to show how delicate is the posi- 
tion of Japan in China, as every evil is laid 
at her door. The accusations are frequently 
contradictory and even absurd. On the one 
hand she is accused of helping Marshal Chang, 
and then it is mentioned that she tried to 
murder him. The scene of the outrege is 


within the area normally guarded by 
Japanese troops, but two days ago the 
Japanese troops were withdrawn at the 


request of the Chinese authorities themselves. 
Chinese troops relieved the Japanese at this 
particular spot, and thus absolved the 
Japanese of all responsibility, on this occa- 
sion, at any rate. The tension between 
Chinese and Japanese in Mukden has eased 
somewhat since the facts transpired.

ATRMEN KILLED. - 


PARACHUTE JUMP ‘TOO 
LATE.

An airman’s unsuccessful last minute 
effort to save himself from death by 
making a parachute leap from his falling 
machine was described at the inquest at 
Upavon Aerodrome yesterday afternoon on 
the two victims of the mid-air collision 
there earlier in the day, The airmen who 
lost their lives were: 

Flying Officer Philip Cranswick, M.C., of 

Oxford; and 
Flying Officer Douglas James. Frederick 
McMillan, of Epping. 

Flying Officer Cranswick, who was 36 years 
of age, leaves a widow and two children. 
Wing-Commander William Ronald Read, 
Officer Commanding R.A.F., Upavon, said 
that he had ordered up certain machines 
for practising formation attack. The two 
officers were piloting single-seater Wood- 
cock fighting machines. 

In the third phase of the operation, in 
which four Woodcocks weve matched, the 
Woodcocks carried out a dive in pairs, 
and the pair piloted by Flying-Officers 
Cranswick and McMillan came into con- 
tact with each other by the wing tips, 
about fifteen hundred feet up. Both 
miachines immediately collapsed. 

The pilots were equipped with regula- 
tion parachutes, and McMillan jumped 
out of his machine when about five 
hundred feet from the grcund. This did 
not give the parachute time to open, and 
it had just started to open as he touched 
the ground, 

The machines fell about three hundred 
yards apart. MeMillan fell near his 
machine, but, apparently, Cranswick was 
uhable to get clear, and fell with his 
machine. 

Medical Flight-Lieutenant Bood Watson 
said that in his opinion death must have 
been instantaneous. The cause of death 
in each case was a fractured skull. 

The Coroner recorded a verdict 
““ Accidental death.’’

The world, im its relations with Italy, 
was reviewed by Signor Mussolini in a 
speech delivered in the Senate this alter- 
noon. 
The Duce, dealing separately 
various countries, declared in almost every 
case that relations were cordial—with the 
Soviet Republic they were normal. 
Speaking of Great Britain, he said that 
the traditional friendship between the two 
countries was not a formal expression, 
but was a reality, because the friendship 
between the two peoples was profound. 
Their friendship was not limited to 
responsible circles, but extended to the 
great mass of the population. 
Referring to his interviews with Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, he said that certain 
events which followed were explained as a 
kind of authorisation which Sir Austen 
might have given of Italian policy. 
“ Nothing could be more fantastic," said 
Signor Mussolini. “The Italy of to-day 
needs to ask no authorisation for her 
policies. She is perfectly autonomous in 
following her foreign policy. One of the 
bases of this policy friendship 
England, which needs no protocols to be 
fortified and protected."’ 


THE DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE. 

Of the United States, Signor Mussolini 
said that it had played a preponderatinz 
role in the history of the world since the 
war He recalled that Italy declined 
America’s imvitation to take a part in the 
Naval Disarmament Conference gé - 
gathering resulting complete bank.

This treaty was completed in 1925 by the 
Convention of Nettuno. settled, 
with reciprocal satisfaction, all the 
complex and important matters concerning 
the relation of the two States. For three 
years Italy has awaited the ratification of 
that Convention by Yugoslavia. 

Italy does not intend to enter into the 
parliamentary vicissitudes of a neighbour- 
iny State, but she cannot subordinate her 
own foreign policy to them. Italy is 
obliged to realise that the Treaty of 1924 
failed to create that moral atmosphere 
whereby friendships descend from official 
protocols to the hearts of the peoples. In 
certain Yugoslav quarters preaching 
against Italy is amply indulved in, even 
by men with political responsibilities. A 
Croat deputy, a former, and perhaps a 
future, Minister recently urged war 
against Halv, and prophesied that the 
armistice between the two countries would 
be signed in Venice. All ‘this is due to 
complete ignorance. of the conditions of 
Fascist Italy, but such exagverated mani- 
festations of megalomania are destined to 
fall back.into the politics of second child.

FIRST TO RECEIVE A STANDARD. 

“Through the kindness and generosity of 
your. Branch President, the Contessa van 
Cutsem, you are now in possession. of & 
standard. You are thé first branch ofthe 
Women’s Section in the Free State to receive 
one. When you parade beneath this standard 
at the Remembrance ceremony on November 
the llth next. when you look at it and 
recognise what it means, [ trust that you wall, 
ene and all, feel that you have left no stone 
unturned in your endeavour co carry out your 
sélf-im posed duties. 

““I congratulate you all most heartily on 
the good work of the past year, and in the 
name of my comrades of the Irish Free State 
area of the British Legion, and of all ex- 
Service men for whom I can speak, I thank 
you, the President, Committee, and members 
of the South Dublin Branch of the \Women’s 
Section of the British Legion. I have very 
great pleasure in presenting this standard to 
the ‘branch, and 1 thank you for the honour 
you have conferred upon me by permitting me 
to.do so.” -(Applause.) 

Sir William Hickie then handed the stan- 
dard to the President. It was of Royal blue 
and old gold; with a small Union Jack on the 
top left corner, and the words, “' British 
Legion, Women’s” Section, South Dublin 
Branch,” across the middle of the flag. 

THE IDEAL OF SERVICE. 

The Contessa van Cutsem, President of the 
Branch, said that their standard had been 
consecrated for them to serve God side by 
side. The possession of it ever would be an 
inspiration to their branch, the torch of the 
ideal of service for others, and an emblem of 
tie freedom which had been won for them 
by“sacrifice. That day their standard was 
inspired with the highest conception of 
citizenship, enfolding the closest comradeship 
in forwarding their great movement to secure 
yeace and good-will on earth. + (Applause.) 

he Legion had struck an immortal chord 
that vibrated, and would vibrate, throughout 
the heart of Ireland, in upholding the honour 
and memory of those who had shown an 
example to the whole world. (Applause.) 

That day they saluted their immortal dead. 
Reverently they lowered their standard in 
solemn allegiance to the sacred memory which 
lived in them. That day the trust of the 
late Field Marshal Earl Haig called to 
them. From (the nobility of his soul 
he gave his simple, glorious message 
to all ranks: ‘‘Carry On.” The beautiful 
memory of him lived within the heart of 
the blood-red crimson poppy from the battle- 
fields of Flanders—the leader of the greatest 
Army the British Empire had ever known. 
(Applause. ) 

“THE CROWN 

In an address entitled ‘‘ The Crown of 
Peace,” the President said that to the 
women had been giver the sacred mission 
to fulfil the trust of their immortal dead— 
a trust which lay in personal effort and ser- 
Vice to relieve the suffering. 

» They needed a women’s section to per- 
pétuate the memory of all who died in the 
service of their country. The enormous 
potential strength of the section could bring 

_ great influence to bear upon public opinion, 

—-which must be behind the Legion if it was 
to achieve its objects. Only as an organised 
body could those women who had been called 
upon to make sacrifice through the service of 
their men folk take any measures them- 
selves to secure their own welfare. Only 
as members of an organised body could the 
many other women eligible for membership 
give true expression to their unselfish desire 
to work for those who had suffered in the 
Great War. 

There was no other body by which the 
various activities connected with the work 
of the section could be co-ordinated and 
carried out sysgematically, and, therefore, 
there was no intention or fear of overlapping 
or competing with any other women’s 
organisations. 

The co-operation of women members had 

roved invaluable in every department of the 

gion’s activities; in fact, in certain direc- 
tions women’s help was indispensable. In 
unity lay strength, and the solution of 
problems common to millions of men and 
women could be found only through the 
united efforts of both. (Applause. )

Their call. to unity 
also reminded them of their many duties 
towards those whe had returned from the 
war, wounded, with their health destroyed 
and with no means of supporting themselves 
or their families. Their united efforts could 
help those who were so greatly in need of 
help. To-day Ireland's ancient greatness 
called to them to carry forward her great 
treasures of the past, her learning and 
scholarship, and they might hope then to see 
clear as a crystal the future greatness of their 
country.

Lady Murphy, m an address on “The Call 
to Service,” said that their standard called 
them to serve those who had so nobly served 
them, and to whom théy owed so much.

Miss F:tzPatrick, giving an account of 
branch activities, said that when the section 
began about a year ago they had roughly 30 
members, and now they had 383. (Applause,)

In a statement to the British Press repre- 
sentatives, at the conclusion of his strenuous 
day, Sir Austen Chamberlain stressed the 
importance and na fi of the question raised 
by the statements of the Albanian and Greek 
delegates this morning with reference to 
Albanian minorities in Greece, which, he 
said, would require the most careful con- 
sideration before a decision was possible. 

“ The minorities guestion,” he continued, 
“is one of the most difficulty confided to 
the Council. The question of the protec- 
tion of minorities was never intended for the 
purpose of maintaining a focus of discontent, 
but was designed for the prevention, during 
post-war excitement, of the possibility of 
gross injustice being inflicted on the popula- 
tions handed over. Appeasement may come 
slower than was hoped, but it must not be 
thought that every petition necessarily means 
a real injustice.”’ 

POLAND AND LITHUANIA. 

Turning to the question of Poland and 
Lithuania, Sir Austen said that the Council 
was disappointed that so little progress had 
been made, and would be profounaly disap- 
pointed if there was no settlement. He 
strongly deprecated the action of Lithuanie 
in describing Vilna, in the amended constitu- 
tion, as its capital. 

‘‘Sympathy for small nations,” he de 
clared. ‘‘is not confined to Great Britain, 
but is general throughout the world. But this 
sympathy has its limits, and if a small State, 
presuming on its weakness, goes out of its 
way to be irritating, unreasonable, and un- 
compromising, it will deprive itself of the 
sympathy extended to it.” 
"He hoped that wiser counsels would prevatl 
and that normal relations would be 
established. 

HUNGARIAN OPTANTS. 

“ Regarding the question of the Hungarian 
optants, of which I have the misfortune tv 
be the rapporteur,” Sir Austin concluded, 
‘‘T profoundly regret that, up to the present, 
neither party has accepted the Council 's 
decisions. What the Council will do I de 
not know, and my view of the matter must 
necessarily be reserved for the Council 
itself.’’

MINISTER THANKED FOR 

£8,000 GRANT. 

When the Clare Board of Health received 
intimation from the Minister of Local Govern- 
ment that the Ministry of Finance had agreed 
to give £8,000 from the Property and Losses 
Fund as a free grant towards the’ cost of 
repairs and alterations in county institutions, 
Mr. E. F. Kerin, Chairman, said that the 
fact that they had got this grant showed that 
Mr Mulcahy.

MURDER OF A RECLUSE. 
RABBIT TRAPPER TO DIE. 
William John Maynard (36), rabbit trapper, 
was sentenced to death at Bodmin, Cornwall, 
last. night, for murdering Richard Francis 
Roadley, aged 84, a wealthy recluse, in his 
cottage at Titson, near Bude, on February 


Several unusual incidents marked the pro- 
ceedings: First, Mr. Raynor Goddard, K.C., 
who prosecuted, was rebuked by Mr, Justice 
Swift for giving a medical witness permission 
to leave court. Then, after the luncheon in- 
terval, it was announced that Maynard had 
had an attack of hysteria, Dr. Watson, of 
Brixton Prison, stating that he did not think 
that Maynard was able to appreciate the pro- 
thoroughly. “He is only just re- 
covering from a pretty acute attack of 
hysteria,’’ added the doctor. 

In the witness-box Maynard made remark- 
able allegations—that Chief Inspector Pro- 
theroe and Detective-Sergeant Sprackling, of 
Scotland Yard, and local police officers forced 
him to sign a statement which implicated 
Thomas Harris, chimney sweep. 

Chief Inspector Protheroe and Detective- 
Sergeant Sprackling were recalled, and em- 
phatically denied that Maynard had been 
seized and forced to sign the statement. 

Harris, in evidence, said that he had spent 
the evening of Roadley s death in a friend’s 
cottage four or five miles away. 

Mr. Justice Swift, summing up, said that 
the police acted sensibly in taking statements 
from tramps, passers-by and everybody. A 
police officer making such inquiries is entitled 
to ask anybody any questions if he thinks 
proper to do so. 

The judge added that if an officer intended 
to charge a person with a crime, he ought 
not to ask him any questions, but ought to 
caution him that anything he said must be 
taken down in evidence.

It 
meant the loss of an enormous amount of 
money, and had been a very bad way to start 
the season. Probably, the people who had 
visited the town on Whit Monday would 
never come into it again, because they had 
been unable to get a meal in it. 

Mr. Byrne said that he wished to contra- 
dict a report that application had been made 
for the use of the Town Hall for making 
cooking arrangements and that it had been 
refused. 

Mr. Triston, Town Clerk, said that there 
had been no such refusal. 

MONEY LOST TO THE TOWN. 

Mr. Devitt said that the Publicity Com- 
mittee’s work would be thrown away if the 
hotel keepers, caterers, and boarding-house 
keepers did not rise to the occasion and 
provide accommodation for people when they 
came into the town. The Committee had 
done a great deal in advertising the town 
and district as a health resort, and in 
bringing people to it. If people believed 
that there was not accommodation for them, 
they would naturally go further afield where 
such accommodation was available. The 
Whit Monday excursion had been organised 
not by the London Midland and Scottish 
Railway, but by a Mr. Lawless,of Stafford. 
shire, and the Publicity Committee had sup- 
EE him with all possible information and 
iterature. 

Those excursionists had arrived unusually 
early, and they must realise that the task 
of getting them breakfast was not an easy 
one. The Committee had been at some 
trouble to try to arrange for their break- 
fast, and he thought that it had not been 
an unreasonable thing to ask their catering 
people to go a little out of their way to 
receive visitors coming in such large num- 
pers, in order that other similar excursions 
might be attracted to the township. 1,200 
visitors, even for a day, with money in their 
pockets, must be some advantage to the 
township. The hotel keepers, caterers, and 
boarding-house proprietors had not backed 
up the Publicity Committee in its efforts, 
either financially or otherwise. 

NEWSPAPER ADVERTISING BEST. 

Mr. Devitt, who is Chairman of the Pub- 
licity Committee, went on to refer to his 
Committee's various forms of advertising, 
and said that it had been proved to them 
that advertising in the newspapers, though it 
was the more expensive method, gave the 
best results. 

Mr. M. P. O'Donnell, Chairman, said that 
he had been informed that the Publicity 
Committee had done its utmost to get cer- 
tain caterers in the township to provide 
adequately for these visitors. He suggested 
that the motion adopted by the Council 
should deplore the failure of the caterers of 
the town to undertake the provision of break- 
fasts ive the visitors from England on Whit 
Monday. 

Mr. O’Brien agreed, and the motion was

CASHEL, Tuesday. 

The Very Rev. Dr. Murphy, Dean of 
Studies, at their distribution of prizes at 
Rockwell College, Cashel, yesterday, discussed 
the Free State Education programme. 

He said that probably at no period since its 
institution has the new Intermediate system 
been subjected to more hostile criticism than 
during the year that has elapsed. The 
Education Board has been bitterly criticised 
for its attitude on essential Irish. It has been 
accused of depriving the schools of all liberty, 
by reason of its ever-increasing number of 
‘ essential ’’ subjects; and at least one hoad- 
master wished to throw ridicule on the whole 
Intermediate system, by likening it to a 
glorified primary school, 

I hold no brief for the Board of Education, 
but, in the interests of truth, some reply 
should be given. The Board’s attitude on 
essential Irish is both logical and reasonable. 
If it is the Government’s desire to make the 
Irish language the language of the people it. 
has taken the proper means towards that end 
by making its teaching obligatory in the 
schools. Beople may quarrel with the men- 
tality—with the intention—but there can be 
no doubt that the steps taken to effect its 
purpose are eminenly logical. Alsace was 90 
per cent. German-speaking alter hity vears 
of German occupation, and that result was 
due principally to the imposition of German 
as the principal language in the schools. In 
even shorter time the Poles of German and 
Austrian Poland had learned to forget the 
language of their forefathers; and when the 
Flemish wished to restore their language they 
concentrated on their schools. 

Whatever our personal opinions may be, 1 
think there are very few Irishmen who would 
not desire to see Irish restored to its proper 
place in the life of the nation; and I believe 
that all that is best in the country—perhaps 
not all that is wealthiest, but all that 1s 
noblest, most generous and most self-sacri- 
ficing; not perhaps all the talkers or the 
writers of letters to the Press; but the silent 
workers who have helped us to attain the 
degrees of liberty we enjoyed—all these. | 
hold, are behind the Government and the 
Board of Education in their struggle—as 
struggle it is—to restore Irish to the place it 
should occupy in the national life. 

OBLIGATORY SUBJECTS. 

I said that the Education Board has also 
been severely criticised for the number of 
‘‘ essential’ subjects on its programme, on 
the ground that this leaves no initiative, no 
liberty to individual schools. Now nothing 
could be more unjust than to affirm that the 
programme is overcrowded with obligatory 
subjects of the Board’s arbitrary choice. Up | 
to this year there were but two essential 
subjects—one’s mother-tongue, Irish or Eng- 
lish, and mathematics; and those, only 
for the first examination. Could anything 
be more reasonable? Probably, in no country 
in the world is the number of obligatory 
subjects so few. We never heard of a French 
parent protesting to the Ministry of Educa- 
tion against making French an essential sub- 
ject for his son, and no voice was raised in 
this country when, under the old _ Inter- 
mediate system, English was not alone com- 
pulsory, but an honour mark in it was prac- 
tically necessary in order to qualify for a 
scholarship. And whatever be oues views 
on the utility of mathematics as an educa- 
tional medium, few would be found to main- 
tain that a minimam standard in an intial 
examination therein is not an essential part 
of a good education. 

For the rest, every. school is free to teach 
the subjects most suited to its needs. If it 
wishes to concentrate’ on mathematics, the 
programme gives it every facility and en- 
couragement to develop the mathematical 
aptitudes of its students. If it finds it more 
useful, or more necessary, or more educative 
to develop the study of classics, the Board 


mm 


receives its advances with open arms. If, 
finally, it prefers to direct its students’ 
vouthfai energies along scientific lines, e" 


along modern language high roads, or even 
down the by-paths of manual work, or draw- 
ing, or commerce, it finds the Board s repre- 
sentative ever sympathetic, ever ready, to 
second its efforts for what it considers to be 
its students’ best interests. There is, then, 
no overcrowding ; there is no narrow bigotry ; 
there is as much liberty as any school can 
reasonably hope to enjoy. 

And what is there in the taunt that the 
secondary school or college 1s but a glorified 
primary school’? Is it not meant to continue 
the work of the students’ early teachers’ 
Does not its very name imply that it is 
meant to take the pupil by the hand on his | 
quitting’ the primary school, and lead him 
gradually up to the door of the University? 
Its work will partake, consequently, of the 


nature of the work done in both these 
spheres. 
SYSTEM NOT FLAWLESS. 
I said that I had no brief for the Inter- 


mediate, and T do not wish to maintain that 
the system is absolutely flawless. I do not 
say that it is so perfect that it satisfies every- 
body. Such a system has yet to be devised. 
and will have to be devised when we shall 
have gone the way of our forebears: but I do 
say that, if intelligently worked, I consider 
it as well fitted to develop all the latent 
potentialities of the human mind as is any 


system of education with which I am 
acquainted.

At the meeting of the County Donegal 
Committee of Agricuiture which was held ab 
Lifiord, a letter was read from Mr. Frank 
Carney, T.D., suggesting that if a sugar beet 
scheme was practicable in Donegal, then a 
claim should be lodged i» no uncertam terms 


for a factory. The South had got what it 
wanted by demanding it. 

The Hev. James Maguire, P.P., V.¥., 
thought that it would be ridiculous to start 
a sugar beet factory im that count; Lt 


might do all right with some of the big 
farmers, but he would like to see some of the 
small farmers in their small holdings attempt- 
ing 1t. The growing of potatoes would suit 
them better and would be far move profitable 
to them. 

Mr. Edward Gallen said that if the Govern- 
ment were prepared to give over a quarter of 
a million pounds to the beet growers in the 
South it was up to them to give something 
to County Donegal for some other farming 
industry if it were not practicable to grow 


beet. It would, be practicable if they got 
three counties to go in, but that was no 
longer possible. There should, be some alter 
native scheme put Íorw ard. What about 


getting something to help the flax growers or 
some other industry ’ 
Father Maguire said that they could reply 


that they were thankful to Mr, Carney for 
bringing the matter under their notice, but 


they did not think that it was practicable 
for County Donegal to erect a beet factory, 
and they asked the Free State Department to 
help them financially in the growing 
potatoes and flax. 

This suggestion was adopted.

WELSH BOXER’S DEATH. 

——— 

HALL MANAGEMENT 
CENSURED. 

A Coroner’s jury at Liverpool yesterday, 
returning a verdict of ‘‘accidental death, 
censured the management of the Liverpool 
Stadium Boxing Hall for coercing “Tosh” 
Powell, the Welsh boxer, to fight when he 
did not want to fight. Powell was fighting 
Billy Housego. of London, at «Liverpool 
Stadium last Friday, when he collapsed. He 
died the next day. 

Richard Powell, collier, said that his son 
should have weighed-in at the Stadium on 
the afternoon of the fight, but he failed to do 
so because he had not been doing any training 
and was over weight. He wanted the fight 
cancelled, but the management wired that the 
fight must go on, or they. would . report 
‘*Tosh’’ to the Board of Control; that would 
have meant suspension. In face of that order 
his son decided to fight. 

“I acted as my son’s second,” said Powell, 
““and it was the cleanest contest that I have 
In. the fifteenth round “Tosh”

ever seen. 
was floored for a count of seven. His head 
struck the wooden floor. He rose, but col- 


lapsed, and was counted out ’”’ 
DIRECTOR'S EVIDENCE. 
Albert Taylor, director of the Stadium, said 
that boxers were medically examined before 
contests. He had never threatened Powell 
about future contests. He did not send a 
telecram, but he wrote to Powell's agent. 
saying that unless the boxer fulfilled his 
engagement he would report him to the Board 
of Control. The agent wired to this effect to 
Powell. If Powell had declared himself unfit 
on the day of the fight there was a sub- 
stitute ready. The Stadium management 
always demanded a medical certificate from a 
boxer, who said that he was ill. Powell did 
not supply one. 
A doctor in attendance at the Stadium said 
that he examined Powell before the fight. and 
his opinion was that he was physically fit to 
take part in the fight. 
Professor MacFall, who 
mortem, said that death was caused by 
haemorrhage of the brain, due to rupture 
ot a blood-vessel. A sudden jerk to the head, 
such as must have been caused by Powell's 
fall, would have produced this rupture. 
Death had not been accelerated by Powell's 
slight absence from training. A rupture 
might happen to anybody.
